Apar! from 


the similarity of both seta of princi-. 
pies to the seotimenls ecunjerated Ly 
Tiiomas Paine, the chronological or- 
der of the two revolutions acd ihe <"Sr- 
cumstanco of French soldiers under 
Lafayette, partaking in the American" 
siruggie, show that both revolutions 
followed each other as immediately as 
cause and effect. The French • revolu- 
tion was a decided stride towards the 
emancipation of man from the treach- 
ery Of ilieuiogiitLlb and from wv iica- 
son of thrones. And had its opera- 
tions been controlled 
by wise and 


prudent men all Europe would have 
to-day a series of republican self-gov- 
erning states in the closest sympa- 
thy and appreciation with one form of 
government instead of being a hor- 
net's nest of sceptered schemers stalk- 
ing upon liberties and sneering when- 
ever they dare at the spirit of our in- 
stitutions. 


Napoleon who had more of the ele- 


ments of true greatness in his compo- 
sition than any other human being 
that ever lived, held European mon- 
archs in -wholesome 
contempt. 
He 


disposed of their trumpery dynasties 
with that ease aud grace and freedom 
with -which our American grocer}' man 
changes clerks in his tea store. If a 
King answered Napoleon's purposes he 
left him his old throne; if not the 
God-like Corsican peremptorily dis- 
missed the reigning monarch, put an- 
other in his seat or 
converted his 


palace into a temporary barracks for 
his victorious troops. Ween the last 
century closed Desmouliue and Robes- 
pierre and Marat were reincarnated 
and re-embodied in still more awful 
form in the person of Napoleon, and 
whom the Kings of Europe all com- 
bined to denounce 
and overthrow. 


Confronted by this great man they 
closed up their historic feuds against 
one another 
and with 
one accord 


wheeled into line to face the common 
danger that threatened them for near- 
ly twenty years from the Bridge of 
Ix>thi to the fleld of Waterloo. 


It is because the close of the nine- 


'teenth century sees the American idea 
again active and promising again to 
work out its predestined mission in a 
mysterious way that There Is so un- 
usual a stir in Europe and rumors of 
concerts and joint notes and interven- 
tions. There is everywhere an un- 
easy feeling in the European air and 
the occupant of each throne keeps his 
ear close to the ground or the- royal 
binocular trained upon the drama now 
being enacted in 
the 
New 
World, 


which stands to him very much in the 
same disquieting relation as did the 
affairs ot Prance and of Napoleon at 
the termination of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Hence the mingled feelings of 
fear and anxiety with which this petty 
Spanish-American war 
is regarded, 


and which, says one of the best in- 
formed of the London correspondents, 
"is a matter of greater concern to the 
European 
nations 
than to America 


herself." 


Why should it be a matter of "great- 


er concern to European nations" than 
to the country upon whose borders it 
takes place and which is one of thes 
actual participants in the contest? It 
is because Europe is reposing above a 
sort of submarine mine that urny at 
any moment explode. Because at the 
end of this as at that of the eighteenth 
century, their subjects are restless ant! 
minappy, and those European powers 
jealous of and well acquainted with 
each others relative strength seen in 
America a new and unknown Quantity 
suddenly precipitated into the situa- 
tion and whose latent powers they are 
all unable to guage accurately. It is 
as if the spectre of the French Revolu- 
tion or Napoleon had again arisen to 
fire the hostile and armed camps and 
was wrapped this time in the mantle 
of Monroe. The Kings of Europe are 
not more intelligent -or less supersti- 
tious than are other people. Aud the 
time and circumstance of the pervad-.

I objected at first 
and related my.-.Ventilator experiences 
of times'gone by. But it all ended in a 
nonseat to have the new proposed kind 
of ventilator put in place in that too- 
close house.

"Beware of F»t in Sitimnrr. 


The laying season is drawing to. a 


dose, so far as the bulk of the egg 
production is concerned, and soon the 
juestion oJ surplus fat will become a 
serious one. There is little danger of 
a', hen laying on fat when she is pro- 
ducing eggs in good number, any more 
han there is of a Jersey cow laying 
on fat .when she is in a full flow of 
milk. 
But when the hen has ceased 


.o lay and begins to take her summer 
rest is the time when the feed must 


looked after carefully. 
We may 


feed corn and corn meal with oats and 
the like during the spring months, for 
all of the food 'will-be taken care of, 
but in. the months to come the ten will 
make a use -of that same kind of food 
that will unfit her for summer work. 
This advice especially applies to farm- 
ers that allow their hens the n.in of 
the com crib. 
They may be getting 


a good lot of eggs at this time, but if 
they do not change their methods they 
will 'get no summer eggs. 
One farmer 


expressed it when he said tlw he sot 
fewer eggs than any other man in the 
count}-, and he had the fattest hens of 
any man In tbe county. 


What effect fat has on the develop- 


ment of eggs in the fowl is probably 
not known, but certainly there is some 
direct effect. 
We remember one hen 


that fattened up till sh.e weighed ten 
pounds. 
She was too fat to walk. 


After' laying no - eggs for months she 
was-killed. 
Five pounds,x>f leaf fat 


were taken from her. , An examination 
of the egg producing parts showed that 
there were quantities of minute eggs 
ia her, but none of these had started 
on their course of development. There 
is no danger of feeding too much, food 
if it be oats or food of simitar kind, 
bat corn must -be given only in limited 
quantities or not at alt.

Chemists of the Glucose Sugar Re- 


fining-Company claim to have discov- 
ered a process for vulcanizing the oil 
from corn in such a manner as to pro- 
duce rubber. They say this will rero- 
liitioniz* the rubber trade and 
give 


them control of st least the manufact- 
ure of bicycle tires. Five chemists in 
the employ of the company have been 
working on this innovation for some 
months past. According to reports, the 
chemists have found that the oil of the 
corn properly treated and vulcanlied 
is superior to that of the product of 
the South American rubber tree, li 
more resilient and more lasting; and it 
ia said that the manufacture of rubber 
under the new process -will become an 
important part of the business of the 
glucose company. The process was ac- 
cidentally discovered some months ago. 
It is also said that the new process 
will greatly lessen the cost of rubber, 
especially that variety that is used ia 
the manufacture of bicycle tires, which 
is re<ir.lr*d to be thin, durable and re- 
silient. It Is claimed thst the new va- 
riety 'of rubber will withstand much 
more pressure than that now in use for 
tires and that il will offer wore rt- 
slstenc* tc outside force. 


[uJiau luutiay, was Jeitieil by sum^ol 
the natives, who formal thewseive* 
into a sect. "The Worsbipers of 
Sikial .Sew." They built a temple, 
aud placed in it a statue to rejircaeut 
the general. 
When lie discovered 


tiieir doings he tried to couviaee them 
of tucir felly, but ijuitfi unsuccess- 
fully, and the more l»e Iwrried sad 
punished the remnant of tbe rebels, 
the more fervently they worshiped 
him. 
JfAgain, at Prissa, also ia Hindus- 
tan, even aow there is » temple which 
contains the statue of onr Empress- 
Queen, which the natives adore M s 
goddess. This custom of worshiping 
hunuu beings is one of hoary antiquity. 
According to some authorities the 
Phwftohs of Egypt, the Incw of Peru,, 
the Emperors of Mexico, and the Kings 
of Assyria, Babylou, and Persia were 
regarded as gods while still tiro. So 
was Attil* by his Huns, though proba- 
bly this reverence diminished, after 
his washing- defeat at the battle of 
Chalons. All the Emperors of Rone, 
beginning from. Augustus Cxsar and 
ending when Ckmstantine embraced 
Christianity, were worshiped in their 
own lifetime, temples and statnes to 
each being erected and priests ap- 
pointed to serve them. 


And really when one considers how. 


ignorant the majority of men must be, 
owing to the force of circumstances, it 
oertamly seems muck more reasonable , 
for them to -worship a Imng power in- 
carnate In so tremendous • being as 
say, Trajan was, whose works they saw 
and whose majesty they knew, than to * 
fall dowa before iinttges to whose 
power only legend attested. 
The 


reasonableness of this view is shown 
by the fact that w hen Marcus Aurelius, 
the wisest and best of »ll the Boman 
Emperors, tried to suppress the wor- 
ship of himself, he had even less suc- 
cess than General Nicholson. 


Nearly all primitive tribes look on 


tlieir kings as living gods, and many 
to the extreme of putting them to 
death il great national misfortunes 
come too thickly; even two or three 
years of drought would be enough 
with some savage tribes. There is 
the well authenticated case of the isl- 
and called Savagetfsland, in the South 
Pacific, where the kingly office had 
lapsed completely, because none could 
be found rash enough to assume the 
daugerous dignity. 


This savags "belief is generally held 


by ethnologists to account for the ob- 
jection the Ashautis have to their 
King crossing a cei tain river ten mile* 
from. Kuraast, for they consider their 
fetish's presence necessary in the cap- 
ital. 
Their rumored intention, men- 


tioned lately iu the newspapers, to kill 
Prempeh if he crossed, this river 
would probably have been carried into 
effect if Sir Francis Scott had not 
taken the precautions he did take. 


The reason of the apparent incon- 


sistency of the savage who worships » 
man as a god, und yet considers it the 
thing to kill him if his reign proves 
disastrous, seems to be this: That the 
King is the living tabernacle of the 
tribal fetish; this fetish is all power- 
ful; hence if misfortunes come it show a 
that he is displeased with the body 
provided for him to live iu; therefore 
that body must be killed, since that 
is the only way to let the fetish out. 
Then a successor is chosen, and the 
fetish enters into him. aud everybody 
waits and hopes, especially the poor 
King. It is probably to this primeval 
idea t-uat the habits of exaggerated re- 
spect to royalty still prevalent in many 
countries, even iu Europe, may be 
traced. 
Any one wishing to see how 


absurd these were in the middle ages, 
and even later, will tiud much inter- 
esting matter in Buckle's History ol 
Civilization, especially m the volume 
devoted to Spain. 


Thibet has come .into much promi- 


nence of late years owing to the meet- 
ing of England and Bussia iu the 
Pamir plateau. 


In Thibet the religion of the people 


is a form of Buddhism called Lsmaiam, 
aud the head of it is at once the tem- 
poral and spiritual ruler of the coun- 
try, although it is nominally a vassal 
state of China. This innu is called 
the Dalailama and is virtually a living 
idol. 
He is believed to be the rein- 


carnation of the great Gantam Buddha 
who reformed Brahrnanjsni aud found- 
ed the great religion of Buddhism iu 
India during tbe se\ enth century be- 
fore Christ. 


The power of the Dalailama is aa 


unquestioned iu Thibet as his divinity; 
nobody comes near him save on 1i«od- 
ed knees, not even the Tartar Princes 
from Central Asia, who occasiouiilly 
make a pilgrimage to the capital of 
Thibet. 
Directly one Dalailams diea 


another is ready to take his place of 
course a new-born child, as the theory 
is that the Buddha enters a fresh hu- 
man body immediately after the old 
one is dead.
